If objection is made, the party serving 
the subpoena shall not be entitled to inspect and copy the materials or

(ii) requires a person who is not a party or an officer of a 
party to truv«! to a place more than 100 miles from the place 
where that person resides, is employed or regularly transacts 
business i1: person, except that, subject to the provisions of 


clause (c)(3)(B)(iii) of this rule, such a person may in order to 
attend trial be commanded to travel from any such place within the

(iii) requires disclosure of privileged or other protected 
matter and no exception or waiver applies, or 

(iv) subjects a person to undue burden.

(2) When information subject to a subpoena is withheld on a 
claim that it is privileged or subject to protection as trial prepara- 
tion materials, the claim shall be made expressly and shall be 
supported by a description of the nature of the documents, comnu- 
nications, or things not produced that is sufficient to enable the 
demanding party to contest the claim.

3, The term “hybrid corn seed” shall mean the product created by crossing 


two foundation seeds, and shall include any seed used by growers to produce a com crop. 
4, The term “Relevant Product” shall mean: 


a. herbicide-tolerant corn traits (including GA21, NK603, Liberty 
Link, and CLEARFIELD); 


b. ECB-resistant corn traits (including Btl1, Mon810 and Herculex);

d. foundation corn seed; and 
e. hybrid corn seed.
